[No. 1.] AN ACT 

To authorise the Treasurer to receive that portion of the revenue of the United States 

allotted to this State. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, 
That the Treasurer of thi3 State, be, and he hereby is authorised and 
required to receive, from fhe Treasury of the United States, the 
portion of §ie public money of the United Stales, allotted to this 
State, bv the act of Congress, passed at its last session, entitled “an 
act to regiflate the deposites of the public money’.” 

i^ec. 2. And be it further enacted r , That the Governor of this 
State cause to be issued, under the seal of the State," signed by him¬ 
self, and countersigned by the Secretary of State, a-certificate ofde- 
posite for each sum of money received by the Treasurer of this State 
as aforesaid ; which certificate shall be in such form as may be pre¬ 
scribed by’ said Secretary, express the usual obligations in such ca¬ 
ses, and pledge the faith of the State for the safe keeping and repay¬ 
ment thereof, according to the provisions of the thirteenth section of 
said above recited act. Approved 16th Dec. 1836.

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That such guardian shall 
make annual returns to the county court having jurisdiction of the 
estate,, of the manner in which such estate has been managed , of the returns, 
proceeds of the crop made, ofthe expenses incurred in establishing 
or carrying on the plantation, of the disposition of all moneys recei¬ 
ved from the estate &c. and on failure to do so, it shall he the duty of 
such court, Jto enforce such report by process of attachment. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the judges ot the coun- judges ofthe 
ty court aforesaid, shall require and take from every such guardian county court 
such further bond with security as he may consider proper, in each bonds.* 60 *'* 6 
case, for the faithful performance of liis or her duty as guardian 
aforesaid.

• Regulation the accommodations and liabilities of the President and Directors of t ha>. 

Branch of the Bank of the State of Alabama at Mobile. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represcn- 
Presidentand taiives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened , 
Directors not That it shall not be lawful for the president or any director of the 
^ore^than^ branch of the Bank of the State of Alabama at Mobile, who may 
$35,000. hereafter be elected, to be liable or indebted, either directly or indi¬ 
rectly, in his own name or that of any other person, or by borrow¬ 
ing the name or note of any other person for the purpose of obtain¬ 
ing indirectly a larger accommodation or loan than is intended by 
this act, at any one period of time, to Ihe said branch bank in a lar¬ 
ger sum than thirty five thousand dollars, of which sum, five thou¬ 
sand dollars may be on accommodation notes where he shall be 
principal in said notes. 

Sec. 2 . And be it farther enacted That in computing or ascer¬ 
taining the amount for which the president or any director of said 
branch bank may at any time be liable for, according to the provi¬ 
sions of the first section of this act, all sums of money obtained from 
said branch bank, or liabilities contracted thereto by the partner ot 
any director, either in hisown or the partnership name,‘shall be in¬ 
cluded in such computation. 

Ko note to be $ ec> 3 And be it furiher enacted \ That no note shall be dis- 
less made pay counted at said branch bank, which does not express upon its !aee 
able at the that it is payable at said branch bank, or at some incorporated bank 
in the city of Mobile, and all such notes discounted at said branch 
bank, shall import by the actof discount, a fair and valid consideration, 
and no drawer or indorser of any such note so discounted shall be 
permitted to plead or avail himseif of a want or failure of considera-, 
lion to any suit brought, thereon. 

Oath of offiee Sec. 4. And be it further enacted. That every president and 

director of said branch bank, hereafter shall, before he enters upon 
the discharge of his chities as such president or director, take and 
subscribe the followup oath, in addition to those now provided 
by law, to wit: “I do solemnly swear (or affirm, as the case may be) 
that. I wilt not violate the provisions of an act entitled an act, regula¬ 
ting the accommodations and liahiMfes of the president and direc¬ 
tors of the Branch of the Stale of Alabama at Mobile, 

so long as I continue ptesi£jf|L jfior thereof, (as the case may 
be) so help me God” TJ^ioK^4Tof which oath by any such 
president or any such director, shall be deemed and held to be wil¬ 
ful and corrupt perjury; and any such president or any such direc¬ 
tor so offending, shall be liable to and prosecuted and punished as 
now provided bylaw in other cases of wilful and corrupt perjury. 

Sec. 5. And'be it further enacted , Thai in no. case shall onedi- 
be 0d secu°rity rector be surety or indorser for another director, upon any note or 
for another. 11 discounted at said branch bank, and that no note or bill shall be 
discounted at said bank, where one fourth of the directors present 
object to such discount. 

'Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That the limitations and re- 
the*President strictions upon the indebtedness of the president and directors, as 
and director*, provided b} the first section of this act, shall be and are hereby ex- 



tended to all other individuals or partnerships, except such portions 
as may he incurred as drawers upon bills of exchange drawn and 
made payable ontof this State on persons resident out of ibis State. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That, no stockholder in any 
bank of this State shall take his seat as president or director in said 
branch hank, until he has divested himself of such stock. 

Sec 8. And be it further enacted. That if the president, or any 
director of the branch of the hank of the State of Alabama at Mo-P resident nnd 
bile, shall after having at. any time received the amount for which * hanging res” 
he is permitted to become liable, resign or otherwise vacate his seat idence. 
as president or director, it shall he the duty of the board of president 
and directors to proceed to close the account of such president or 
director, so resigning or otherwise vacating his seat as president or 
director: and it shall he the duty of the said hoard to refuse to extend 
any further accommodations to the president or director, or an v co¬ 
partner of such president or director, so resigning or otherwise va¬ 
cating his seat, until the whole amount for which said president or 
director may he liable, shall he paid up: Provided, That all the 
provisions of this section shall extend as well to a president or direc¬ 
tor who may resign before, as well as after their accounts have been 

hi led. Resignation 

Sec. .0. And be it further enacted , That if any president or di¬ 
rector of said branch bank shnli resign or otherwise vacate Ids office 
as president or director, he shall not be eligible to be re-elected for 
two years thereafter. 

Sec. 10. And, he it further enacted , That if the member resign¬ 
ing have a copartner or copartners in trade, neither of the said co¬ 
partners shall be eligible in his stead. 

Sec. 11. And be it further enacted, That nothing in the forego- Proviso 
ingact, shall he so construed, as to divest the board of directors of 
discretionary power over the debts that may he due the said branch 
hank on the first day of January next, to demand the whole or any 
part thereof, as the good of the institution may seem to require.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa¬ 
tives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened , 

That the following sums he and the same are hereby authorized to 
be paid by the treasurer out of any moneys not otherwise appropri¬ 
ated, viz: To Captain Dennis Dent, the sum of two hundred and 
eighty-three dollars and fifty cents. To Captain James G. Blount, 
the sum of four hundred and twenty-six dollars and thirty-seven 
cents. To Captain William Capers, the sum of Ihree hundred and 
ninety-seven dollars and fifty eents. To Captain William S- Taylor, 
the sum of three hundred and ninety-one dollars and seventy cents. 

To Captain Joseph Martin, the sum of twelve hundred and sixty 
dollars and sixty-six cents; being the respective amount pan! by 
each officer to their men more than what has been allowed them by 
the United States paymaster* Approved, Dec. 17. 1836.

To to ;»11er and amend the charter of the Alabama Life Insurance and Trust Company 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly conven¬ 
ed, That so much of the seventh section of the act incorporating 
the Alabama Life Insurance and Trust Company, as requires the 
whole amount of the capital stock of said company to be loaned on 
notes or bonds, secured by unincumbered real estate, be, and the 
same is hereby altered and amended, so as to authorize the said 
company to invest, and employ one half of the capital stock afore¬ 
said, in the same manner that they are authorized by the eighteenth 
section of the charter to invest and employ the profits and premi¬ 
ums of said company, and the monies received by them in trust; 
and also to take risk against the dangers of inland navigation.

To provide for the payment of the Volunteers ordered to Vernon in March last as u Re¬ 
giment of Observation- 

Section 1 . Be it enacted, by the Senaleand House of Represen¬ 
tatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened , 
That there shall be paid out of any moneys in the treasury, not 
otherwise appropriated, for the payment of the commissioned, non 
ropria-commissioned officers and privates, of the regiment of volunteers, 
ordered to Vernon in March last, the following sums, which shall 
be paid to the officers, non commissioned officers and privates, ac¬ 
cording to the rates of pay and allowance for like services in the 
United States seviee, to the officers and privates of Captain A. H. 
Ramsay’s company from Sumter county, one thousand and forty 
nine dollars and two cents; to the officers and privates of Captain 
John Abbott’s company from Perry county, $even hundred and 
thirty five dollars; to the officers and privates of Captain William 
Rolnison’s company from Madison county, fourteen hundred and 
sixteen dollars and forty cents; to the officers and privates of Cap¬ 
tain Carmack’s company from Lauderdale county, fifteen hundred 
and ten dollars and ninety five cents; to the officers and privates of 
Captain Norwood’s company from Jackson county, fourteen hun¬ 
dred and eighty five dollars and fifty six cents; to the officers and 
privates of Captain Joab Eagley’s company, twelve hundred and one 
dollars and fifty eight cents; to the officers and privates of Captain 
B. Phiipolt’s company from Morgan county, eleven hundred and 
seventy dollars 3 nd twenty five cents; to the officers and privates ot 
Captain Smith’s company from Greene county, seven hundred and 
seventy six dollars and thirty six cents; to the officers and privates 
of Captain George W.Patrick’s company from St. Clair and Shelby 
counties, eleven hundred and twenty seven dollars and ninety three 
cents; to the officers and privates of Captain Joseph Cook’s company 
from Franklin county; eight hundred and thirty five dollars and 
twenty four cents. To the field officers and regimental staffofsaid 
regiment, three hundred and twenty nine dollarsand eighty six cents. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the sums appropriated 
to the several companies mentioned in the first section of this act, 
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shall be placed in the hands of some suitable agent for each company, 

<o be appointed by his Excellency the Governor, and who shall en- Governor tf> 
ter into bond to be approved by the Secretary of State, for the just l,p,,oml agcnt 
and proper payment of the money so placed in their hands, accord¬ 
ing to the true intent and meaning of this act. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the agents appointed by 
*t.he second section of this art, shall make the payment to each ofli- t)uty of agent 
cer, non commissioned officer and private, or their legal represen¬ 
tatives, according to the pay rolls examined and approved by the 
committee of the Mouse of Representatives, a copy of which they 
vshall procure, and they shall cause each officer, non commissioned of¬ 
ficer and private, or their legal representatives, to receipt upon said 
roll for the sums paid to them, which roll shall he returned to the 
executive office. 

See. 4. And he it further enacted, That the comptroller of comptroller 
public accounts, shall be authorised to draw his warrant upon the t0 tiraw Jj,s 
treasurer for the several sums herein appropriated.

To appropriate seventy thousand dollars of the profits of the Itank of the State of Ala¬ 
bama and its Brunches for the payment of the Ahiitia of this State raised for the Sem¬ 
inole and Creek Indian War. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa¬ 
tives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened , 

That the sum of seventy thousand dollars of the profits of the Bank Appropriati n 
of the State of Alabama and branches, be and the same is hereby 
appropriated for the payment of all claims of the officers and sol¬ 
diers, and other expenses of the militia of this State, which have 
been raised tor the Seminole and Creek Indian war, and which 
claims have been, or may hereafter be allowed by law. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That any surplus of said 
sum of seventy thousand dollars which may remain after the pay¬ 
ment of claims provided for in the preceding section of this act, 
shall pass into the common fund of said bank and its branches.

To change the time of holding the Courts of the Eight Judicial Circuit of the State of 

Alabama. 


Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, \K ermfr ( ; mo 
That from and after the passage of this act, the several circuit holding*court. 
courts in the eighth judicial circuit of the State of Alabama, shall 
commence and he held as follows, to wit: Coosa, on the fourth 
Monday in September, in each and every year, and continue six 
judicial days; Tallapoosa, on the first Monday after the fourth Mon¬ 
day in September, and to continue six judicial days; Macon, on the 
second Monday after the fourth Monday in September, and to con¬ 
tinue six judicial days; Russell, on the third Monday after the 
fourth Monday in September, and to continue six judicial days; 

Chambers, on the fourth Monday after the fourth Monday in Sep- 
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tcmber, and to continue six judicial days; Montgomery, on the fifth 
Monday after the fourth Monday in September, and to continue 
until the business bo disposed of. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the Spring term of the 
circuit courts of said judicial circuit, shall commence and be held at 
the times and in the manner now prescribed by law. 

Sec. 3. And be it Ju rt her enacted , That no criminal prosecu¬ 
tion now bnrrable by the provisions ofthe statute of limitations with- 
rriminni pm- } n s j x nionths after the happening ofthe same, shall be barred in said 
to C be barred? circuit within that period of time; but that the said statute shall and 
is hereby declared to he extended to such criminal prosecutions, for 
the period of time occurring between the commencement of the dif¬ 
ferent terms of the courts of said circuit. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted , That all acts conflicting with 
the provisions of this act, be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted , That hereafter the circuit 
hokUn”' courts eourts of the first judicial circuit, shall be commenced and holden as 
follows: In the county of Conecuh, on the third Monday in March; 

, in the county of Monroe, on the fourth Monday of March; in the 
county of Washington,on the second Monday after the fourth Mon- 
* day in March; in the county of Baldwin, on the third Monday after 
the fourth Monday in March; and in Mobile, on the fourth Mon¬ 
day after the fourth Monday in March, and continue in session un¬ 
til the business is ended. Approved, Dec. 22, 1836.

Regulating: the accommodations and liabilities of the President and Directors ofthe 

State Bank, and the Branches ofthe Bank of the State of Alabama at Huntsville, De¬ 
catur and Montgomery. 

Section. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened. 
That it shall not be lawful for the president and the directors of 
the Bank ofthe State of Alabama, or of the branches of the Bank of 
©^'president ^ ie ^i a t e °f -^Hbama, at Huntsville, Decatur and Montgomery,who 
and Directors/uay hereafter be elected, to be liable or indebted, either directly or 
indirectly, in his own name or that of any other person, at any one 
"period of time, to the said bank or branches, in a larger sum than 
thirty-five thousand dollars, upon bills of exchange, either as draw¬ 
ers or acceptors. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That in computing or ascer¬ 
taining the amount for which the president or any director of said 
State Bank or branches, may at any time be liable according to the 
Liabilities, provisions of the first section of this act, all sums of money obtained 
from said State Bank or branches, or liabilities contracted thereto by 
the partner of any president or director, either in his own or the 
partnership name, shall be included in such computation.

penalties now prescribed dy law for wilful and corrupt perjury. 

Sec. 6. Andbeitfurther enacted, Thatthe limitation and restrictions 
upon the indebtedness of the president and directors as provided by Rcstrictions< 
the first section of this act shall be and is hereby extended to the in¬ 
debtedness of all other persons or partnerships, except such portions 
as may be incurred as drawers or acceptors upon bills of exchange, 

•drawn upon persons residing out of this State, or made payable in 
the city of Mobile. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted , That it shall not hereafter be 
lawful for any person to be president or director of the Bank of the 
State of Alabama, or any of its branches, or director on part ot the Disqualifica- 
State in any other hank, who may hold any share or shares of stock, tioDjforpresi- 
in any stock bank in this State, in his own right or os agent or guar- t ® r n or ir 
dian for another, or whose wife or minor children shall hold or own 
stock of any kind in any stock bank or banks in this State. 

Sec. S. dlnd be it further enacted , That if any person shall be 
elected or appointed contrary to the provisions ot the first section of 
this act, they shall not be permitted to take their seat as president 
or directors until they shall have divested themselves of such inter¬ 
est, any law to the contrary notwithstanding.

Making an appropriation for tho payment of the membsrs and officers of the present 

General Assembly. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa¬ 
tives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened , 
That the sum of thirty thousand dollars be and the same is hereby 
appropriated for the payment of the members of the present General 
Assembly and the officers of the two houses, out of any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted That the sum of two hundred 
and fifty dollars be, and the same is hereby appropriated to the pay- 
medt of clerk hire, in the Comptroller’s office during the past year, 
to be paid out of any money in the treasury not otherwise appropri¬ 
ated. Approved, Dec. 22. 1S36.

No. 11.] AN ACT 

To authorise the Governor of this state to appoint a Commissioner to receive, examine 

audit and settle all claims against the State, growing out of the late I«u ian hostilities. 

Section 1. Beit enacted by the Senate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives of the Stale of Alabama in General Assembly convened , 
That the Governor of this State be, and he is hereby authorised to 
appoint a commissioner, whose duty it shall be to receive, eaxmine, 
audit and settle'a!! of the claims against this State, growing out of the 
late Indian hostilities in this State, and the Seminole hostilities in 
Florida; and it shall further he the duty of said commissioner, ap¬ 
pointed under the provisions of this act, to examine tbe Claims allow¬ 
ed by this Legislature, during the present session, and it shall be his 
duty to record the same in a well bound book for the use of the 
next General Assembly. 

Sec. 2. And, be it further enacted, That the said commission¬ 
er, appointed by the first section of this act, shall be entitled to re¬ 
ceive such compensation for his services as the Governor may di¬ 
rect. 


Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the accounts or claims 
Commission- which may be approved by the said commissioner, under this act, 
er« duty. shall be submitted to the Governor for his approval, and if the Go¬ 
vernor approve the same, they shall be paid, and for the payment of 
all suah claims allowed as aforesaid, the said commissioner shall he 
authorised to issue his warrant upon the comptroller of public ac- 
Compcnsati’n counts for the same, which shall be paid out of any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated.

Section. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened , 
That the further sum of six thousand cTollars be and the same is here¬ 
by appropriated for the payment of the members and officers of the 
present session of the General Assembly.

T« be entitled an act, to amend and consolidate the laws on the subject of Public Road*. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, 

That all roads heretofore established or recognized by any act of the Cummission- 
General Assembly, or an order of any commissioners’ court, as pub- 0 / ev ™“ d e s 
lie roads, and not since discontinued, are hereby declared to be such, to establish 
and full power and authority are hereby given to the commission- roads ' 
ers’ courts of the different counties in this State, under the provisions 
hereinafter specified, to order and establish new roads; to discontin¬ 
ue such as have, or may at any time become useless; to alter roads, 
so as to make them more useful and convenient; and any order of 
the commissioners’ court, by which a road is recognized as a public 
road, shall in all cases, b q prim a facie evidence of that fact. Pro¬ 
vided, that said court, shall, in no instance, grant an order to estab¬ 
lish, discontinue or change a public road, unless the person or per¬ 
sons petitioning for the same, shall have given at least thirty days 
notice of the intended application, by advertisement at the Court 
House door, and at three other public places in the county: Pro¬ 
vided , also , No change shall be made in any State Road by the 
commissioners’ court, at the point where such road may cross 
county boundaries unless the court of the adjoning county will 
make a corresponding change.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
Ike State of AlaMma in General Assembly convened, That the persons who 
may become stockholders in the Eagle rail road Sand lumber company, ac¬ 
cording to the provisions of this act, shall be, and they are hereby created a 
corporation and body politic, by the name and style of the president and 
directors of the Eagle rail road and lumber company, and by that name and 
style shall be, and they arc hereby made able and capable in law to have, 
purchase, receive, possess, enjoy and realise to them and their successors and 
assigns, lands, rents, tenaments, hereditaments, goods, chattels and effects of 
whatever kind, nature or quality,in any amount not exceeding in the whole 
five hundred thousand dollars, including the capital stock of the said compa¬ 
ny, and the same to sell, grant, demise, alien, lease or dispose of, to sue and 
be sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered, defend and be 
defended, in all courts having competent jurisdiction; and also, to make, 
have and use, a common seal, and the same to break, alter and renew at 
pleasure, and also to ordain, establish and put in execution, such by-laws, or¬ 
dinances and resolutions, as they may deem necessary and convenient for 
the good government of said corporation, not being contrary to the consti¬ 
tution or laws of this State, or of the United States, and generally to do and 
execute all and singular the acts matters and things, which to them may ap¬ 
pertain to do, subject nevertheless to the rules, limitations and provisions 
hereafter prescribed and declared. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That William F. Cleaveland, Jacob 
Baptiste, William Crothers, James Campbell, James F. Roberts, Henderson 
Kinnev, John F. Everitt, William De Forest, Holley and Sterling Thrower, 
be, and they are hereby appointed commissioners, any five of whom shall 
be competent to act and to do all business necessary to be done, by virtue of 
this act of incorporation ; and under the direction of whom subscriptions may 
be received to the capital stock of said Eagle rail road and lumber company, 
and they shall from time to time cause books to be opened in the city of 
Mobile, and at such other places as they may think proper, for the purpose of 
receiving subscriptions to the capital stock of said company, until not less 
than one thousand five hundred shares be subscribed ; and shall give not less 
than twenty days notice of the time and place of opening said books, and 
the subscribers thereto shall pay to the said commissioners, at the time of 
subscribing, the sum of ten dollars on each and every share of stock thus 
subscribed for. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the stock of said corporation 
shall be divided into shares of one hundred dollars each, transferrable by in¬ 
dorsement, and entry thereof in the books of the said company, under such 
rules and regulations as the president and directors shall establish by their 
by-laws; and the holder thereof shall be entitled to all the benefits, and sub¬ 
ject to all the liabilities of an original stockholder. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted , That as soon as one thousand five dol- 
hundred shares of said capital stock shall have been subscribed, the said 
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commissioners empowered to act as aforesaid, shall call a general meeting 
of the subscribers, at such time and place as they may appoint, and shall give 
at least thirty days public notice thereof; and at such meeting, the*said com¬ 
missioners shall lay the subscription books before the subscribers then and 
there present; and thereupon, the said subscribers, or a majority of them in 
value, then and there present, personally or by proxy, shall elect thirteen di- 
rectors, to manage the, affairs of the said company, who shall be the owners 
of at least twenty shares each ; and the directors thus chosen shall, at their 
first meeting, elect from among themselves a president ofsaid Company, and 
in said election, and on all other occasions whenever a vote of stockholders 
of said company shall be necessary to be taken, each Stockholder shall be 
allowed one vote, to be given personally or by proxy, for every share own¬ 
ed by him or her; and the said president and directors, elected under this 
section, shall hold their offices until the first Monday in January thereafter, 
and until their successors shall be duly elected and qualified. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted. That the president and directors of 
said company, shall thereafter be elected annually, on the first Monday in 
January, in the city of Mobile, in the manner prescribed in the foregoing 
Sections; and if any vacancy shall occur by death, resignation, or refusal to 
act, of any president or director, before the expiration of the time for which 
they were elected, such vacancy shall be filled, for the balance of such time, 
by the president and directors in office, or a majority of them; and the said 
president and directors shall hold and exercise their office until their succes¬ 
sors are chosen and qualified ; and all elections which are by this act, or by 
the by-laws of said company, to be made on a certain day, or at a particu¬ 
lar time, if not made on such day, or at such time, may be made within thir¬ 
ty days thereafter. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That every president or director of 
said company, before he acts as such, shall swear, (or affirm, as the case 
may be) that he will well and truly discharge the duties of said office, to the 
best of his skill and judgment. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That the president and directors, of 
the said company, after they shall have been organised, may as often as 
they shall deem it for the welfare of the corporation, on giving thirty days 
notice thereof, proceed to open books for further subscriptions of stock at 
such place as they may think fit; and they may, at their discretion, con¬ 
tinue to receive subscriptions for capital stock, until the amount taken, be 
equal to four thousand shares, when no further subscription for stock shall 
be received, unless the same shall be authorised by a majority of the stock¬ 
holders in amount, at some called meeting; and the amount of such increase 
to the capital stock, shall be by them particularly designated. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted. That the president and directors of 
said company, shall have power to borrow money, contract debts and be 
contracted with, upon the credit of the stock of the said company, and to is¬ 
sue certificates, or other evidences of such loans, and to provide for the pay¬ 
ment of interest on the same, and to pledge the personal and real estate of 
said company* for the payment of ks debts and loans; and they shall have 
power to require payment of the stock subscribers in such instalments as 
they maydeerri for the interest of the said company; and if any subscriber 
of stock in said company, shall fail to pay his by the 

said president and directors, they the said president arid directors shall have 
power to declare such shares forfeited to the company, and after giving thir¬ 
ty days public notice, to offer them for sale, at public auction, for ready mo- 
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nfry, or so much as will be sufficient to pay the amount due and called 
in ; and a dale thus made, shall vest the purchaser with all the rights of the 
original holder, but shall not release such holder from the payment of any 
balance that may be due on his subscription, should the stock sold produce 
less than the whole amount subscribed therefor; and should the money called 
in be paid before a sale actually takes place, together with the cost incurred 
preparatory to the said sale, it shall restore the stock to the original holder, 
notwithstanding the forfeiture ; and the stock of the said company shall be 
deemed and considered in law as personal property.

To the Congress of the United States.: Your Memorialists the General Assembly, 

Suite of Alabama, respectfully represent to your honorable bodies, that at the < 
time, f there are a very numerous and industrious class of men, who have settlec 
public lands, lying within the State of Alabama, and have "made improvement 
them valuable and extensive. They have been, to some extent, induced so to 1 
liberal and enlightened policy, heretofore adopted by the federal Government, in gram* 
ing the righ f of p e e rspt'o i to actual settlers, and from the firm persuation that the Con- 
gerss of tiie United States, would nst put a stop to that policy so just and wise in itself, 
at a time when the public coffers are overflowing, and no longer need for any purpose a 
heavy i evenue, from the sales of the public lands. 

Respecting the virtue and expeditffrty .of the pre-emption policy, your Memorialists for 
bear to werry your patience.wHh^^wrgument. It has been so often discussei, and is so 
well understood, that'a labored facts and reasons on this occasion, would be a 

wasteful expenditure of time, eitwHp us to repeat or in your to hear; our own convic¬ 
tions, ripened by observation and experience, pronounce the pre-emption policy, a good 
one, and we respectfully trust, that your honorable bodies, will regard it in the same light 
that your predecessors have dene. 

In regard to the claims of the seller to the favor which we ash at your hands, much 
might he said, but we will leave that subject, also, to your own wisdom and liberality; we 
know that a great deal has been urged against his claim; that the pre emption policy is 
at best:, a gratuity to intruders upon the public domain, and that it opens a wide door to 
fraud and perjury. To this we may reply, that there never was any policy, however 
wise, and just in its general bearing, that has not been wrested to selfish purposes by dis¬ 
honest men, through dishonest means; and we would simply inquire of you honorable bod¬ 
ies, which is best, to give the whole body of public lands, to bands of selfish and exorbitant 
speculators, and the system of public auction, or to suffer a few bad men, by dishonest 
means, to gain small tracts, while the great body of worthy and industrious settlers, are 
secured in. the homes which they have cleared and cultivated, against the superior force 
and fraud of those trained bandd,of speculators, who resort to the lend sales everywhere, 
to make the honest settler, who is more anxious than any other man, to make his title, 
tract and cabin Ins own, their peculiar and favorite subject of extortion and speculation. 

In conclusion, we respectfully ask ycuv honorable bodies to pass a law, granting to act¬ 
ual sellers or. the public lands, lying within the State of Alabama, the right of pre-emp¬ 
tion at the minimum price, of one hundred and sixty acres, including' their improvement. 
We care not how cautious and vigilant you may be. in the provisions of the law, to fence 
out fraud and perjury, as it is only the honest actual seder that we wish to be favored, 

Your Memorialists would most respectfully bring to the notice of your honorable bodies, 
another mevitrious class of our fellow citizens, who have been deprived of their homes 
and their labour, by floats purchased up by rapacious speculators, and placed upon their 
improvements; to allow to those thus situated, the right of pre-emption, to one quarter 
section of unimproved and unoccupied land at government price, would be a great relief 

to them, and of tittle or no injury to the Government, 

Your Memorialists beg leave fuither to remark, that time and expe rience has only ten¬ 
ded more fully to confirm all that has been heretofore said in favor of the propriety and 
necessity of adopting iome plan, by which the refuse and unsold lands in the new States 
may be disposed of; and they would again most respectfully urge the adoption of gradua¬ 
ting the price of the public lands, upon the plan of the Hon. Thomas H. Benton s bill, or 
some other equitable mode, bv which the people ol the new States, may see the day, when 
the refuse and unsaid lands contiguous to their homes, may be owned by them, without 
giving to the General Government, double and in some instances, tribble their intrinsic 

value. . . ' r .i • 

Your Memorialists would further respectfully present another important view oi this 

subject: That there are five hundred thousand American people who ha' c no borne; who 
are honest, industrious and faithful citizens, who love their country and obey its laws; 
whilst the Government holds more than two hundred and fifty millions of acres of wild 
lands, lying waste and uncultivated in the vast forest of the West, of which nu te than 
one hundred millions of acres have been surveyed by the Government, ar c! yet r< main un¬ 
sold. These five hundred thousand citizens, are too poor to compete with* the rich, we,l 
organized, enrolled companies of land purchasers, who attend all the public land sa.et 
and from their overgrown capitals, purchase all the valuable lands, leaving nothing bu. 
the barren lands for those who are poor, which give no hope for a better condition to u 
large mass of your citizens, and all this without adding to tliephblic revenue, as but li 
tie of your lands sell for mors than the minimnm price; moreover, an enhanced price 




Jpublic lands is not necessary for public revenue, as the Government’s Treasury isal- 
fu ll to overflowing, and the Government without a cent of public debt hanging over 
memorialists therefore pray, that Congress would pass a law, authorising any 
c '^VSk tbe United States, to enter upon any quarter section of any of the public lands 
thacHHpbcen surveyed, and upon applying to the register of the land district in which 
the sHHpnay be, and paying the Government price to the receiver of public monies, to 
be entitled to and shall receive a certificate of purchase thereof, in the same manner as 
purchase’ s at public sales are entitled.

May 29tb, 
2830, passed by the Congress of the United S a’es, and approved June 29th, 1834, every 
seller or occupant of the. public lands, prior to the passage of said act, who was then in

Your memorialist further represent, that the sellers upon the Cherokee lands, acquired 
by a treaty, concluded between that tribe of Indians and the United States, some time 
within the last year, that the numerous and highly respectable citizens, who have setkd 
their lands, are the honest husbandman, who have subdued the forest by his toil and la¬ 
bor, hazarding his tife and that of his family, among the sat age tribe, who has uniformly 
become the victim Or the speculator, and been forced to purchrse hia home at a price far 
aboveith? real value, or turn Ids wife and children into the wilderness: Therefore your 
memorialist nrav your honorable body, to grant to all the setters upon the Cherokee lands 
within this State, a pre eruption right of one quarter section, or such number of acres as 
you may think fit, so as to secure for them a home. Therefore 

Be it resolved. That cur Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Representatives 
be reques ed to use their best exertions to procure the passage of a law to forward the ob¬ 
ject of this mevnoi ial. > 

Resolved further , That the Executive of this State, cause a copy of this memorial and 
resolutions, to be forwarded to each of cur Senators and Representatives in Congress.

^DINT MEMORIAL of the (Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama infGeneral 
Assembly convened, to the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States in Congress 
assembled in favor of an increase of the pay of the militia while in actual service. 

Your memorialists repesctfully represent to your honorable bodies, that their attention 
has been drawn to the subject of the compensation allowed by law to the citizen soldier 
when called into the service of the United States, arid its inadequacy is so manifest in 
every point of view, that they cannot in justice to those they represent, omit bringing the 
subject directly before that authority who possess the exclusive power of applying the 
remedy. 

Whatever may be the opinion of your memorialists as regards the compensation of the 
regular soldiery, they must refrain from expressing their views, inasmuch as they feel 
that they have r.o irnediute concern with that subject. 

No identity, however, in their judgment exists with these cases. The consideration 
which should influence the action of Congress, in the former will be found wholly inap¬ 
plicable in the latter, particularly as relates to the privates of the regular army. In 
joining the service, there is no holy zeal for liberty nor impassioned love of country; 
they are known to take the bounty and enter the army precieely as they would hire into 
any other employment. Indeed many are believed toseek it as an assylum from hunger, 
want and misery entailed upon them by their hideous and ungovernable vices. Not so 
with the citizen soldier. He is not moved by the attractions of a paltry bounty, nor in¬ 
fluenced by the hope of ultimate gain to himself. While pursuing the peaceful walks of 
private life, and engrossed and fettered by the various tics of his social relations, he is 
aroased by the call ©f his eoantry to arms. At ©nee ho pauses in his avocations hesitates 
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»ot to sacrifice his private Interests, however great,'on the alter of the general good; 
hursts asunder the delicate hands that bind him to his ho ne and his Lundy, ami flies with 
the unconquerable spirit of a freeman to the tented fields or untemed wilderness. 

It is not expected or desired by your memorialists or their constituents, that you will 
authorise a reimbursement of the eollatei al or incidental deprivations of the citizen sol¬ 
diers, r.or indeed that yon will provide adequate compensation for his actual loss of time 
and property or necessary exdenditure of private funds, but the present paltry'pay is so 
grossly inadequate, even below th.e comnensation allowed our soldiers during the last war 
with Great Britian, when our Federal Treasury vvas not only exhausted, but millions in 
default; that it does seem that wisdom, good policy and even justice require that now

Your memorialist, the General Assembly of the State of Alabama, respectfully repre¬ 
sent to your honorable bodies, that by the act of Congress for the admission of this State 
into the Union, passed March 2, 1819, it was provided that five per cent of the nett pro¬ 
ceeds of the sales of public lands lying within this State, should be reserved for making 
•public roads.canals and improving the navigation of rivers,of which three fourths were to be 
applied to those objects within the State, under the direction of the State Legislature, and 
the remaining two fifths to the making of a road or roads leading to the said State, under 
the direction of Congress. 

N*o appropriation, as we would inform your honorable bodies, has ever yet been made 
by this State of the three per cent fund, under their control, mainly for thereason that it 
was not required to furnish us with good common roads. It was not sufficient to accom¬ 
plish any great work of internal improvement of general interest to the State, and our 
Legislature have been unwilling to expend in making,’ or rather attempting to make, a 
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£rcat , i f bupiovenu-iT s -of a purely local character; it has b-on !>t.tempted 4 to be 

distributed in in a uuy, but the Legislature has uniformly resisted the at euip*. it has 
been caret idly husbanded by the hkate at interest, until it now amounts to the sum of 
yjhyd,4oii oo.
